Many  names  originated  from  the  above,  Este  was  the  name  of 
the  illustrious  and  ancient  Roman  family,  descendents  of  which 
were  English,  French  and  German  rulers,  as  well  as  heads  of  the 
Churoh  of  England,  By  the  death  of  the  grandson  of  Rinaldo  in 
1803  the  male  line  became  extinct. 

There  are  many  last  letter  variations  of  the  name:  some  of

The  Encyclopedia  Americana  states:  "The  first  known  grouping  of 
letters  of  an  alphabet  from  the  name  Este  to  include  the  letter 
"P"  occurred  in  the  year  218  B.C.  during  the  Second  Punic  War 
when  the  Romans  had  conquered  the  ancient  Moorish  town  of  Astepa 
in  what  later  became  Spain,  they  quickly  changed  the  townrs  name 
to  Estepa  to  honor  the  ancient  Roman  Este  family," 


The  town  of  Estepa  (pronounced  Es  ta  pa)  has  a  population 
at  present  of  8,234  and  contains  a  famous  old  Moorish  castle,  and 
has  fine  broad  streets.  Agriculture  and  stockraising  are  its 
principle  interests. 

From  San  Francisco  public  library —  "Francisco  Valesco  de  p, 
Estepa,  Marquis  and  Duke,  (and  other  titles)  died  1898,  The  Marquis 
Estepa  was  a  university  professor  and  author  and  was  a  talented  and 
respected  membor  of  old  nobility.  At  the  time  of  the  Marquis f 
death  the  Estepa  titles  were  dissolved." 

From  Dr.  Allen  Scholl,  Akron,  Ohio,  Genealogist —  "The . name 
Estepa  was  first  used  without  the  "A"  in  town  of  Estepona  in  the 
middle  ages,  Estepona  is  on  the  seacoatt,  about  5C  miles  north  of 
Gibraltar.  It  has  a  present  population  of  9,613,  and  is  situated 
in  a  fertile  region  which  produces  fruits,  grain,  vegetables  and 
wine.  Its  fishing  interests  ore  considerable.  It  has  rope  and  cork 
works,  brick  and  tile  yards," 

From  Professor  Hans  Kurath,  Brown  University,  Providence,  R .1 , 
America’s  best  authority  on  Patronymics— __"Th©  name  Estep  may  have 
been  first  used  without  the  sound  of  Es  tap  in  the  province  of 
Catalan.  There  it  would  have  been  pronounced  Es  Tep;  the  vov/el  in 
Es  getting  the  sound  of  the  letter  "i"  in  "iss," 
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Catalan  being  on  the  Mediterranean  the  name  Estep  soon  crossed 
to  France.  There  it  is  said  to  have  been  pronounced  as  Es  TEP, 
with  accent  on  second  syllable,  but  the  first  vowel  sounding  like 
the  E  in  Eh.  There,  I  am  told  by  other  Esteps,  the  name  remained 
for  centuries.  * 

About  1066  A.D.  the  name  is  said  to  have  crossed  to  England, 
where  it  is  said  to  have  appeared  in  Cornwall,  and  later  in  Wales. #

So  far  I  have  not  been  able  to  locate  anyone  willing  to  aid  with 

searching  the  old  reoords  of  Ireland.

Now  read  this:  — 

In  the  year  1634  Maryland  was  granted  to  George  Calvert,  by 
title,  Lord  Baltimore.  Up  to  the  American  Revolution  he  was  succeeded 
in  later  years  by  five  other  Culverts.  The  names  of.  the  two  ships 
which  first  brought  colonists  to  Maryland  were  the  "Ark"  and"Dove." 
The  "Ark"  was  of  300  tons,  while  the  "Dove"  was  of  50  tons.  The 
oolonists  landed  near  the  point  of  Maryland  and  established  a 
settlement  a  few  miles  up  the  St.  Mary’s  River  where  the  land  had 
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been  cleared  by  Algonquin  Indians,  to  whom  Indians  the  colonists 
traded  some  hatchets,  hoes,  and  pieces  of  cloth,  to  get  them  to 
move  elsewhere. 

The  colony  grew  but  slowly,  and  by  1715,  the  entire  population 
only  numbered  40,700 , whites,  9,500  negroes,  and  of  the  entire 
population  nearly  20,000  lived  in  St.  Marys,  a  town  established 
near  the  river  of  that  name*  (No W  almost  non-existant .  Pupulation 

of  St.  Marys  City  1940  census  was  375) 

"Frederick,  the  parent  county  of  Western  Maryland,  and  the  14th 
in  order  of  formation  in  this  state,  was  created  by  an  act  of  the 
General  Assembly  passed  June  11,  1748.  The  territory  of  Frederick 
County  originally  belonged  to  Charles  County,  created  in  1658,  the 
bounds  of  which  were  the  river  Wicomico  to  its  head,  and  from  the 
mouth  of  that  river  up  the  Potomac  as  high  as  the  settlements 
extended,  and  thence  to  the  head  of  Wicomico."  "Charles  County 
had  then  on  the  east  St.  Marys  and  Calvert  Counties,  and  in  general 
included  all  the  territory  in  the  western  part  of  the  province,  or 
what  are  now  Prince  Goorges ,  Montgomery,  Frederick,  Washington, 
Allegany,  and  Garret  Counties,  and  the  District  of  Columbia." 

The  government  was  a  Palatinate  and  the  people  were  allowed 
one  representive  to  each  100  persons.  Members  of  the  Upper  House 
were  relatives  of  Lord  Baltimore,  and  in  this  way  he  continued  to 
have  the  upper  hand  in  administration.

Grants  of  land,  referred  to  as  "Manors",  were  given  to 
responsible  men  upon  recommendation,  providing  they  could  bring 
into  the  Palatinate ,20  additional  males,  each  to  be  armed  with 
muskets,  and  knives;  and  having  wives.

While  some  branches  of  the  Estep  family  pronounce  their 
name  as  Es  TEP,  my  branch  pronounces  the  name  with  the  long  E,  as 
East  ep.

He  attended 
district  school  in  his  native  county  and  also  assisted  in  his  fath¬ 
ers  business  and  in  1844  he  began  to  study  law  in  the  office  of 
James  Mason,  at  New  London,  Ohio,  was  admitted  to  the  bar  of  the 
wupreme  court  in  1846,  He  practiced  at  Canfield,  Ohio,  where  he 
remained  for  42  years  and  became  one  of  the  ablest  lawyers  in  Ohio, 
Employed  in  some  of  the  bitj^ijest  legal  contos.t3  of  the  day,  he

difficulties;  great  constructive  and  oratorical  ability,  and  a 
profound  acquaintance  with  legal  principles.  In  short  his  career  we 11 
exemplified  that  nperf action  in  common  sense”  which  Blackstone  so 
aptly  defines  law  to  be,  and  which  in  the  perfect  ordering  of  mind 
and  life  is  surely  rarer  than  genius  itself. 

Mr.  Estep  has  enjoyed  the  respect  and  friendship  of  some  of  the 
most  prominent  statesmen  and  members  of  the  bar  of  Ohio;  but  although 
his  popularity  would  have  secured  him  election  to  many  prominent 
public  offices,  he  has  never  sought  nor  desired  public  proferment. 

In  1895,  on  account  of  declining  years,  he  retired  from  active 
practice  and  removed  to  Pasadena,  California,  \ihere  he  has  made  his 
permanent  heme.  Previous  to  his  departure  the  bench  and  bar  of 
"Cleveland,  together  with  many  of  the  professions  elsewhere,  tendered 
him  a  banquet  on  Oct.  31,  which  far  outshone  anything  of  the  kind 
previously  given.  All  expressed  sincere  regrets  at  losing  so  good 
a  friend  and  councellor  and  such  a  shining  light  of  the  city  bar; 
since  Mr.  Estep  was  really  the  friend  of  all.  He  has  affiliated  with 
no  religious  denomination  but  his  contributions  to  all  churches  and 
charities  (worthy)  are  made  without  stint;  and  are  all  tho  mere 
acceptable  on  account  of  the  unostonstious  methods  employed.”

•  Alfred  Estep  was  born  Jan.  13,  1850  in  Agenoy. 
Iowa,  Wapello  County;  and  oame  as  a  four-year-old  boy,  with  his  * 
parents,  Mr.  &  Mrs.  James  Estep  Sr.  to  Dexter,  Oregon,  in  1854; 
where  he  attended  school  later,  and  lived  until  he  was  aged  18, 

TOien  he  was  18,  ha  removed  with  his  parents  to  Shasta  County, 
Oalif.  .  He  lived,  for  the  most  part  of  his  young  manhood,  in  the 
region  of  Fall  River  Millsi  There,  he  acquired  through  "trading", 
first  the  City  Voter  plant,  later  a  livery  stable,  and  then  a  farm 
north  of  the  town. 

While  there  he  married  Sarah  Maria  Fuller  and  several  ohildren 
were  born  to  the  couple.  In  April  1888  he  bought  for  $4,000.  the 
old  Helfridgo  Ranch  of  89  acres  near  Oak  Run,  Shasta  County,  Calif., 
and  removed  there  with  his  family,  rfftere  he  raised  livestock  (mostly 
cattle  and  hogs)  for  the  California  markets.  He  purchased  adjoining 
land  during  the  ensuing  years,  until  at  the  tine  of  his  death  Jan. 

1922,  he  owned  clear  of  mortgage  nearly  1,009  acres  of  land. 
Several  hundred  hogs,  and  cattle,  as  well  as  the  usual  farm  equip¬ 
ment  and  horses.  He  also  leased  over  50,000  acres  of  grazing  land 
near  Round  Mountain,  Calif,  to  pasture  his  cattle  on  during  the 
summer  season. 

Besides  raising  livestock  ho  was  occasionally  a  contractor, 
and  built  numerous  bridges  for  county  roads,  as  well  as  10  miles 
of  new  road  known  as  the  Swede  Creek  Road,  to  connect  his  ranch 
With  Bella  Vista,  and  to  provide  a  means  ror  travelers  to  by-pass 
the  muddy  adobe  old  Oak  Run  road  between  his  place  and  Millville, 

His  first  wife  died  Jan.  24,  1909  of  pneumonia,  A  year  later 
married  Lilly  Angela  Williams;  dau  of  Porter  Decatur  Williams, 
and  Ella  (Clark)  Williams. 

Prior  to  his  death  he  had  contracted  cancer.  Many  operations 
failed  to  affect  a  cure.  The  resultant  expense  greatly  reduced  his 
holdings;  as  he  was  ill  for  many  years %  and  unable  to  attend  to 

his  business, 

;Ho  was  a  firm  believer  in  the  "golden  Rule",  He  always  paid 
£is  debts  promptly  and  was  liked  and  respected  by  many  hundreds  of 
persona.  (When  he  died  the  Holding  newspapers  carried  1  inch  head¬ 
lines  aoross  tfcp  of  papers)  He  was  a  real  nature  lover  and 
Christian,  but  was  not  affiliated  with  any  church.
